RISHI Sunak's hopes of a flying 
start to his election campaign 
stalled before they even took off as 
he yesterday admitted no Rwanda 
planes will leave before July 4. 

Fresh from his embarrassing soaking 
on Wednesday outside No10 when he 
announced the poll date in the rain 
with no brolly, the PM finally came 
clean about the expensive scheme to 
deport failed asylum seekers to Africa. 

Beleaguered Mr Sunak also had to 
admit he has failed in his pledge to 
bring NHS waiting times down. 

And leaked WhatsApp messages 
show furious Tory members criticising 
his decision to call a General Election 
with Labour 20 points ahead in the 
polls. One said simply: “Were f*##*d? 

In a further embarrassment, it 
transpired a supposedly random 
question to the PM during a visit came 
from a Conservative councillor. 

On Rwanda, Mr Sunak has boasted: 
“Tf I'm elected, we will get the flights 
off? But pressed on the timing by 
LBC, he admitted: “No, after 
the election.

KEIR Starmer yesterday blasted 
the Tories for an unforgivable drop 
in living standards, as he urged 
voters to "turn the page”. 

The Labour leader pitched the 
General Election on July 4 as a choice 
between “two different countries, two 
different futures’ for Britain. 

He fired the gun on the party’s 
campaign in Gillingham & Rainham - a 
seat the Tories won in 2019 with a 
majority of over 15,000. 

Before meeting Labour activists and 
even kissing his first campaign baby, 
Mr Starmer said: “For a government to 
leave after 14 years our country with 
living standards worse than when they 
started is absolutely unforgivable. 

“What is Rishi Sunak’s plan? 
£46billion of unfunded tax cuts. If they 


get five more years, they will carry on 
in the same way. 

Research from the Resolution Foun- 
dation this year warned real disposable 
income would fall by 0.9% between 
2019 and 2025. The think-tank called it 
the first parliament in modern times in 
which living standards would fall. 

Mr Starmer told supporters gathered 
at Gillingham FC’s Priestfield stadium: 
“You do not have to put up with this. 

“The power of the vote is that you 
can vote Labour to turn the page, to 
make the change that this country so 
desperately, desperately needs. 

"All we ask now is the opportunity to 
change our country and put it back in 
the service of working people? 

Standing alongside him, Deputy 
Leader Angela Rayner added: “We've 
had 14 years of chaos and decline, and 
people feeling their area is not getting 
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the support 
they need’ 

Blasting crum- 
bling public services, she said: 
"Whatever service people try and 
access these days, it is like wading 
through treacle. 

"People are absolutely fed up and 
they are crying out for change. We are 
a changed Labour Party. We are here 
for the service of this country? 

Yesterday, a poll for YouGov found 
a majority of voters, 5196, believe 
Labour is on course for a majority. 

Just 7% said a Tory majority would 
bethe most likely result, while 2096 of 
voters opted for a hung parliament.

The plan, which is part of his six 
pledges to voters, aims to invest in 
green energy projects such as wind 
and solar power.

“When I say let's get Britains future 
back, we say it with one voice. Scot- 
land is at the heart ofthat mission.

Sheltering under umbrellas with 
colleagues on the campaign trail in 
Edinburgh yesterday, Mr Sarwar 
joked that he could not change the 
weather but could instead “change 
the government”.

Six Britons are among 20 
people in intensive care at 
the Samitivej Srinakarin 
Hospital in Bangkok. 

The plane was forced to 
make an emergency 
landing in the city after 
plummeting 6,000ft in 
three minutes when it hit 
turbulence at 36,000ft. 

Passengers said people 
were catapulted into the 
ceiling of the plane. 

Geoff and his wife, 
Linda, of Thornbury, Glos, 
planned to go to Indonesia 
and Australia. There were 
47 UK passengers on board 
and four Irish nationals.

GROANS, jeers and laughter 
erupted at the public inquiry 
into the Post Office IT scandal 
as Paula Vennells gave her 
second day of evidence.

Those in the public gallery at the 
Horizon Inquiry, which included 
many wrongly accused victims, 
scoffed “Oh, come on!” as Ms 
Vennells said she hadnt put brand 
image ahead of miscarriages of 
justice.

AT least four people died and 16 were 
injured last night following the collapse 
of a bar building at a popular Majorcan 
beach resort. 

Rescuers feared the toll could rise as they 
launched a desperate attempt to find 
people trapped under the rubble.

They found the two storey building, 
housing the Medusa Beach Club, in Playa 
de Palma, had collapsed.

The cause ofthe collapse was unclear 
last night but is thought the first floor 
gave way, smashing into the ground 
floor bar and then into the basement. 
Amid the tragedy, it was reported that 
several desperate tourists had tried to 
enter the building because they suspected 
their friends were trapped inside. 

Playa de Palma is the beach area to the 
east ofthe Majorcan capital.

DISPOSABLE vapes have 
driven a surge in nicotine 
use, a study found. 

The amount of 18 to 
24-year-olds who vape 
tripled from 9% in May 
2021 to 29% in May 2023, 
researchers found. 

Disposable vapes rose in 
popularity from 2021. 

The University College 
London team said: “Urgent 
action is needed to curb 
the rise in disposable 
vaping among people who 
would otherwise avoid 
nicotine entirely? 

Dr Ian Walker, of Cancer 
Research UK, which 
funded the study, said 
vapes harm people less 
than cigarettes but should 
be kept away from those 
who had never smoked.

ALMOST nine in 10 pub pints are 
short of the full measure, an 
investigation found. 

Trading Standards officers found 
8696 of pub pints were short, by an 
average 496. With an 
average pint now 
£4.80, it means 
drinkers are losing 
192p every time. 

A recent Mirror 
article revealed 
some city centre 
pubs are selling 
pints for almost £9, 
so the losses are even greater. 

Trading Standards researchers 
visited 77 bars and pubs across 
Britain to compile the study. 

They also found wine measures

Drinkers anger as 86% of pub measures fall short 


were 5% short on average. With a 
175ml glass averaging £5.05, that is a 
25p loss. 

John Herriman, chief executive of 
the Chartered Trading Standards 
Institute, said: “We are calling on the 
hospitality sector to ensure that 


consumers get value for money by 
making sure they are correctly meas- 
uring drinks they are serving. 

Nik Antona, national chairman of 
CAMRA, said: "Consumers shouldnt 
have to feel short-changed when they 
support their favourite pubs.” 


CAMRAs position is that the frothy 
head should not be counted as part 
of a pint. It says a pint should be 
10096 liquid. 

Trading Standards polling found 
3596 of the public agree, with 2396 
saying froth should be included. 


Emma McClarkin, chief executive of 
the British Beer and Pub Association, 
said industry guidance was that it 
could be 596 of a pint. 

But she added: "Customers whod 
like less of a head should always feel 
free to ask for a top up and should 
never be refused?

National Grid said the massive 
investment is necessary to cater for 
more electric cars, data centres and 
artificial intelligence. 

Plans include thousands of miles 
of new cables being laid by 2030. 

More pylons are also expected to 
be needed across the country. 

National Grid chief executive John 
Pettigrew said the investment will be 
on an unprecedented scale. 

The firm will raise £7bn by 
releasing more shares for sale. 

Mr Pettigrew, who took 
home £6.3million in pay 
and perks last year, said 
households would also 
help fund the investment 
through bills. But he said 
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£30bn upgrade 


the increase would be small because

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THE bloodstains on a Slovakian 
street are a warning to Britain. 
Eight summers since the murder 
of the British MP Jo Cox, the 
country's controversial Prime 
Minister Robert Fico lies in 
hospital recovering from an 
assassination attempt. 

It follows one of the most noxious 
electoral campaigns in recent history. 
Mr Fico models himself on his idols 
Donald Trump, Viktor Orban and even 
Vladimir Putin. 

Now, as Britain faces what many 
fear could be our most toxic election 
ever, there is still time for us to step 
back from the brink. 

"It is a shock for everyone; Pavol 
Ovsonka, 38, tells me, from the bed 
and breakfast he runs in the High 
Tatras mountains. "The current 
government prefers authoritarian poli- 
cies. This assassination attempt makes 
things even worse. 

I was matched with Pavol this week 
by our project Europe Talks - which 
promotes one-to-one dialogue - his 
country reeling from political violence. 

In the town of Handlova in central 
Slovakia, a small bloodstain and a 
bullet hole is the only visible sign left 
of the drama engulfing a nation. But 
like the rest of the country, Pavol was 
struggling to understand the shooting 
by 71-year-old poet Juraj Cintula. 

Pavol admitted that he lives in 
something of a “bubble” in the High 
Tatras - a place "of big storms, 
avalanches and bears’. As if on cue, 
our conversation was interrupted by a 
giant storm on the mountain. 

Pavol lives just a two-hour drive 
from the border with Ukraine. 
While he has sheltered 4 
Ukrainian refugees at his 
guesthouse, and even Æ 
undertook a dangerous E 
humanitarian missionto | 
Lviv - his Prime Minister | 
has been happy to EB 
surf anti-Ukrainian 
conspiracy theories to 
power.

"The Ukrainian border 
is just two hours driving 
from my home; Pavol says.

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Episodic migraines 
The National institute for Health and 
Care Excellence recommends oral 
treatment for preventing chronic and 
episodic migraines.

The fact you can take it orally is a 
great improvement said Helen 
Knight, NICE director of medicines 
evaluation. "The committee heard 
from experts that some people 
cannot have injectable treatments 
because they have an allergy or 
phobia of needles,” she said. "So, 
some people with chronic migraines 
would welcome an oral treatment. 
Atogepant also offers more choice 
for people with episodic migraine." 

Clinical trial evidence indicates 
atogepant reduces monthly migraine 
days more than placebo, NICE says.

Some people think concussion is a 
form of "mild" traumatic brain 
injury. But, nonetheless, brain 
cells die, so concussion is more 
than just a bump on the head and 
needs medical attention. This is 
important. 

A blow to the head (even if it 
doesn't seem serious) should never 
be ignored. 

Concussions are described as a 
type of mild brain injury because 
they are rarely life-threatening. 

However, it's important to 
remember that any injury to the 
brain can be serious. 

Most people fully recover from a 
concussion after about two weeks, 
but some patients will continue 
to have symptoms for the rest of 
their lives.

Reader Syd Fox sent in this essay 
that's been popular on social media to 
get readers talking about how we can 
learn from the past. 

"| was annoyed that this cashier 
accused my generation of not caring 
enough for the planet," says the 80- 
year-old in Hornchurch, East London. 

"My mother got her groceries in 
brown paper bags. Food was home- 
cooked and the only takeaway was 


paper-wrapped fish and chips on Friday. 


"Back in the 1950s we didn't have 
today's waste problem. | do blame the 
younger generation for the litter 
problem. | live near a school and pupils 
sit out on the grass at breaktime and 
leave behind a terrible mess." 


THE GREEN THING 
Checking out at the 
supermarket, a young cashier 
suggested to an older woman 
that she should bring her own 
bags in because plastic 
carriers were bad for the 
environment. 

The woman apologised and 
explained: "We didn't have this 
green thing back in my day.” 

The cashier responded: 
"That's why we have a 
problem today. Your 
generation didn't care 
enough to save our 
environment for future 
generations." 

She was right - our 
generation didn't have "the 
green thing" in our day. 

Back then, we returned 
milk bottles, lemonade 
bottles and beer bottles. The 
store then sent them back to 
the plant to be washed and 
sterilised and refilled, so they

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Bruce Robinson's cult movie about two 
bibulous actors staggers on to the stage 
37 years late. Written in 1987 but set in 
1969, it is an endlessly quotable comedy of 
bad manners reproduced surprisingly well 
in Sean Foley's production. 

Running out of money and alcohol, the 
dissolute Withnail (Robert Sheehan) and his 
roommate Marwood, aka “I” (Adonis 
Siddique), decide to leave their squalid 
Camden flat and drive to the 
Lake District to stay in a remote 
country cottage owned by 
Withnail's Uncle Monty 
(Malcolm Sinclair). Oblivious to 
Monty's sexuality, Marwood is 
alarmed by the unexpected 
arrival of the ageing queen who 
has designs on him. Withnail is a 
neo-Restoration dandy gone to 
seed, spitting epigrams like a 
low rent Oscar Wilde. 

Sheehan looks the part but 
hasn't quite mastered Richard E. Grant's 
sneer and needs to dial down the diva 
gestures. Siddique is a good foil as the 
bewildered Marwood, narrating their 
misadventures to the audience. Sinclair 
repurposes Uncle Monty from the film's 
grotesque, pathetic predator into a 
fastidious and camp character of a bygone 
era, a sort of would-be Gielgud. 

The live rock band led by singer/ 
comedian Sooz Kempner blasts out 
fragments of songs from groups of the era 
with a pleasing lack of restraint. 

And hats off to designer Alice Power 
whose adaptable sets conjure flats, pubs 
and a tea room while allowing Akhila 
Krishnan's video design to simulate streets 
and motorways as the reprobates head off 
in Marwood's battered car.

What's in the Sewing

fashion, he reveals 
avile Row king, Scottish fashion 
designer and co-judge of The 
Great British Sewing Bee, Pat- 
rick Grant is exasperated by 
how fast fashion has adversely af- 
fected the industry - and the planet. 

The sartorial guru who, with 
co-judge and fashion designer Esme 
Young, fronts the BBC One show, is 
passionately opposed to the shoddy, 
unethical practices of fast fashion. 

His latest book, Less, is a call to 
arms to stop buying so much rubbish 
and how fewer, better quality things 
can make us all happier. 

"Fashion has become a gigantic, 
ever-moving machine that is just 
spewing out insane quantities of, 
frankly, just garbage; he asserts. 

^A lot ofthe clothes now that are 
being produced by the fast fashion 
companies are just being generated 
by AI. Theres no story, theres no love, 
it's just stuffthat we don't need. 

"And it's causing so many terrible 
problems, both environmental and 
human. At the end ofit all, it doesn't 
make our lives any better. Fashion has 
now become just grim commerce for 
the sake of selling more stuff” 

Yet when Patrick lectures and gives 
talks on fashion design, he gets the 
feelingthings are changing. 

"Itis becoming cool to say no to 
buying all ofthis stuff. It is becoming 
a badge of honour to say, Look, I’m 
only buying second-hand clothes for 
a year or Tm just not buying any 
new clothes altogether’. Sales of 
second-hand clothes are growing five 
times faster than the sales of new 
clothes, which is brilliant. But we 
need to go beyond that’ 

Grant, 52, says he hardly buys any 
clothes these days. He keeps a small 
wardrobe of clothes at his girlfriend's 
house in London and a bigger one at 
his house in North Yorkshire, plus

boxes of archive clothing from his 
years of working in the industry. 

Today, hes wearing a faded 1980s 
plum sweatshirt his granny gave him 
before she died, which she found in 
the charity shop where she worked. 

His everyday wardrobe is small 
and he says he wears the same things 
most days - two types of heavy 
cotton trousers, one which he 
designed for the mens clothing 
brand E Tautz and which are now 
made at Community Clothing, the 
British clothing brand and 
community enterprise he founded in 
2016, based in Blackburn, Lancs. He 
has five pairs in three colours. 

The second is a more recent 
design, the “cameraman pant’, 
inspired by a workwear pant worn by 
one of the camera guys on The Great 
British Sewing Bee in 2022, he 
explains. They're heavy canvas, with 
a wide tapered leg, patch pockets 
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and a drawstring top. He always 
wears them with navy-blue crew 
necks - T-shirts in the summer, 
sweatshirts when it's colder. 

"I buy almost nothing; he reveals. 
"That plum sweatshirt, I've been 
wearing for 20 years. I dont feel like I 
need to wear something different all 
the time. 

"Some ofthe designers I know are 
the least ‘fashionable’ people I know. 
You develop a personal style that you 
feel comfortable with and you relax 
into it? 

His new book not only offers a 
detailed history of the clothes 
industry, but also examines the 
workmanship and exacting skills it 
takes to create lasting garments, 
skills that he says have been eroded 
by fast fashion.

He's also worked with big names 
such as Alexander McQueen and 
Christopher Kane, and rubbed 
shoulders with Vivienne Westwood 
in the 1990s.

Those people do things that are 
extraordinary. They have a talent and 
a vision. 

"Itis on the boundary between 
craftsmanship and fine art?

That 
keeps me trim, and I cycle and 
hill walk a lot. I can still fit into 
trousers that were made for me 
when I was 307

His single TK421 whetted the 
appetite. Hot, strutting funk-rap 
with rock guitar and a 
dance-floor beat, it found Lenny 
sounding like a more butch 
Prince - right down to the 
suggestive lyrics. 

“Come on, baby, get on the 
one,” he sings, "Can you feel it, 
oh, my TK421?" 

That might be a reference to 
the Star Wars stormtrooper 
TK-421, but | suspect not. 

This is Kravitz's 12th full-length 
album and his first release in five 
years. The New York-born star 
recorded it at his home studio, 
100 yards from the beach on 
Eleuthera Island in the Bahamas. 

The smooth groove of opener 
It's Just Another Fine Day (In 
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This Universe Of Love) must 
make more sense there than it 
would do in Manhattan's Lower 
East Side. 

We get 12 tracks ranging from 
the sunny old-school soul of 
Honey to Let It Ride's lusty 
techno-pop via the stomping 
rock of Paralyzed. 

It's deep soul rock'n'roll 
infused with ecstatic chemistry. 

Lenny sounds re-energised, 
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not least on the easy soft rock 
sweep of Human, which rolls 
along with a chorus as catchy as 
cactus spines. 

There are spiritual references 
throughout. TK421 suggests we 
can "dance our way to the 
divine", and a trio of other 
numbers expand on that. 

We get the call-and-response 
rock of Love Is My Religion, the 
insistent funk of Heaven, and the 
Stevie Wonder-reminiscent Spirit 
In My Heart, with its moody 
minor chords. 

Kravitz closes with the 
hymn-like title track, which 
builds to a frenzy as he tells us, "I 
just, | just wanna make love". 

He's notched up hits since the 
early 90s - Fly Away, Are You 
Gonna Go My Way, It Ain't Over 
"Til It's Over etc. 

And it ain't over yet.

Water firms in England and Wales are 
proposing to hike bills by as much as 91% 
over the next five years, according to figures 


E THE privatised water companies 
have signalled a huge rise to our 
water bills. This, they tell us, is to 
provide future investment. True, 
private companies also need to 
attract investment for development 
and growth but they negotiate for 
this investment and offer either 
shares or pay a fee. 

The water companies have a 
captive clientele, they don't 
compensate us with shares or offer 
us financial rewards because our 
increased bills are not a loan. Being 
a shareholder in a privatised water 
company is a win-win relationship. 

The value of their shareholding 
increases in value, they receive 
regular bonus payments and they 
can sell their shares. This rip-off 
needs to end. A public utility needs 
to be in public hands.

LUKE LITTLER dissolved into 
tears after decorating the 
Greenwich peninsula with a 
nine-dart leg and another slice 
of history. 

And, as he announced himself in 
the record books, Luke the Nuke 
grinned: “This is the best night of 
my life - 100 per cent? 

On the meridian where east 
meets west, Littler straddled the 
world and absconded into the 
Docklands sunset with £315,000, the 
best pocket money a 17-year-old 
phenomenon can win. 

In front of a British record 14,000 
audience in the Professional Darts 
Corporation era, Littler became the 
youngest winner of a TV major. 

Just 141 days after their 
momentous World Championship 
Final at Alexandra Palace, he 
collaborated with Luke Humphries 
to serve up another classic for the 
ages at Londons O2 arena. 

And Littler garnished his 11-7 
triumph in the BetMGM Premier 
League play-off final, averaging 
105.60, with a perfect leg, the cheeky 
beggar. After lifting the pyramid 


trophy, he turned to the crowd and 
AE swaggered: “I just want to say to all 
the doubters: I won, I just picked up 
this... you are not doubting me any 
more. 

Littler unfurled the first nine- 
darter in a Premier League Final 
since Phil ‘The Power’ Taylors pair 
of show-stoppers against James 
Wade in 2010. 

We have said it before, so once 
more for luck: This kid is special. 

When Littler the magician meets 
world champion Humphries the 
machine, something has to give - 


and since he fell just short at Ally 
Pally, the Warrington whizzkid has 
now beaten him seven times. 

Luke the Nuke nearly blew the 
roof off the famous wigwam when 
he nailed double 12 to clinch the 
11th leg in nine darts and double 
top to seal his £275,000 winners pay 
cheque as well as £40,000 in bonuses 
for winning four nights of the 
regular season. 

He said: "It's so good to win, but 
to do it in front of my mum and dad, 
my girlfriend and manager is so 
special. I went over to Luke to shake 


his hand and he told me, ‘Go over 
and celebrate with your family’ I 
didnt say owt to them - I just burst 
out crying and hugged them: 

Humphries, a class act, was 
gracious in defeat, saying: “We 
finished first and second in the 
league table and tonight we proved 
we are the two best players. 

“Were living in a Luke world and 
hopefully were going to have many 
more battles like this.’ 

The O2 has played host to Kylie, 
Take That and Andy Murray - but 
on a golden night for darts, there 
wasnt a spare seat in the house 
because everyone had come to see 
the kid with the Midas touch. 

Littler began the night marching 
on stage to his Greenlight anthem 
and destroyed Michael Smith 10-5 
in the opening semi-final. 

Humphries then ended Michael 
van Gerwens bid for a record eighth 
Premier League crown, also by a 
10-5 margin, in the other semi to set 
up another all-Luke final. 

A shout-out to Cool Hand Luke

breaches of the FA's 
betting rules.

| Mix the lemon juice with the cornflour in a 
I. heatproof bowl to make a smooth paste. 
Mix the remaining 130g caster sugar with 
300ml boiling water in a jug, pour over the 
cornflour mix and whisk until smooth. Pour 
this over the sponge. Bake for 
45-50 mins until golden and set, and the 
sponge springs back when touched. 
[ While the pudding is baking, make the 
—À lemon drizzle. Mix the icing sugar with 
enough lemon juice (about half of it) to create 
a loose consistency. Drizzle over the sponge 
while it's still warm and decorate with the 
reserved lemon zest. Serve straight away with 
cream or custard
